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REMARKS 

The Office Action rejected Claims 1, 2, 36 and 37 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(c) as being 
anticipated by Publication 2003/0174782 Al of Papadias et al. The Office Action objected to 
C laims 3-23 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, and noted that these claims would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claim. 

The Examiner's finding of allowable subject matter in Claims 3-23 is gratcl ullN 
acknowledged. 

Claims 3-5, 7, 9, 11, 13, 14 and 37 have been amended and a new Claim 38 is presented. 
No new matter is presented. Claims 1-2 and 36 are cancelled. Claims 24-35 were previous!) 
cancelled. 

To advance prosecution, and further to the Examiner's finding of allowable subject 
matter. Claims 3, 4, 5, 7, 9, 11 and 13 have been amended to present these claims in independent 
ibrni by adding subject matter previously presented in Claim 1 , fi^om which these claims had 
directly or indirectly depended. 

The amendment to independent Claim 37 presents a recitation formerly presciUcd in 
Claim 14 and also includes a recitation of generating a transmission coding matrix w ith four 
rows corresponding to transmission time periods and four columns corresponding to lour 
transmit antennas for achieving transmit diversity, which is not disclosed or suggested in the 
cited references. 

Independent Claim 38 includes a recitation of generating a transmission coding matrix 
with four rows corresponding to transmission time periods and three columns corresponding to 
three transmit antennas for achieving transmit diversity, which is not disclosed or suggested in 
the cited references. 

Accordingly, all of the pending claims, i.e. Claims 3-23 and 37-38, arc believed to he in 
condition for allowance.
